department's handling of driving 
while intoxicated and public intoxica- 
tion cases. 


Attorney M. James Bruckner was 


tabbed by the council to head up that 
investigation. He will meet with the 
lawmakers prior to the hearing 
Thursday night to set the probe's 
guidelines. 


Bomb Threats Numerous 


Power Industry For 
3 Joint Venture Bills

Nebraska electric power industry 


representatives Wednesday presented an 
unusual united front in urging the 
Legislature to grant them the authority to 
undertake joint generation and transmis- 
sion ventures. 


Cooperative financing agreements 


"will, in the end, result in lower electric 
rates," Nebraska Public Power District 
general counsel Gene Watson of Lincoln 
told the Public Works Committee. 


It is "advisable to use the credit of all 


participants" in borrowing money so that 
large economical generation facilities can 
be constructed, Watson said. 


Without the authority for joint ven- 


tures, he predicted, "it will cost the

ratepayer substantial sums of money" in 
the future. 


Minimize Costs 


"We think this would help minimize 


the costs " 


Sen. Glenn Goodrich of Omaha es- 


timated that the power industry will need 
to borrow nearly one billion dollars over 
the next five years to finance generation 
facilities in Nebraska. 


The proposals for joint venture authori- 


ty are contained in a package of three 
bills which were submitted to public 
hearing and held for later action. 


The only opposing witness, Len 


Schropfer of Milligan, said proliferation 
of generation facilities." especially 
nuclear plants, should be discouraged. 


"Why can't we use less power?" he 


asked. 


Testifying in favor of the legislation 


were spokesmen for NPPD, Omaha 
Public Power District, the Nebraska 
Power Industry Committee and 


municipal representatives, including a 
lobbyist for the City of Lincoln. 


Industry Group 


NPIC is a committee composed of 


representatives of all segments of the 
power industry, including rural electric 
districts. 


The three bills, all sponsored by the 


Legislative Council's executive board at 
the request of NPIC: 


—LB60, authorizing municipalities to 


enter into participation power purchase 
contracts. 


—LB62, authorizing power districts to 


participate in joint generation or 
transmission projects. 


—LB104, authorizing public power dis- 


tncts, municipalities, 
electric 


cooperatives and other electric utilities to 
participate in joint generation or 
transmission projects. 


Wednesday's agreement sharply con- 


trasted with the 1974 session's battle over 
the terms of similar legislation, none of 
which was enacted. 


Since adjournment of the 1974 session, 


the industry has agreed on the com- 
promise package. 


The result is a "landmark" agreement, 


according to Frank Phelps, who spoke for 
the City of Grand Island. 


Broad Support 


"All segments of the industry support 


these bills," D A. Blatchford of Colum- 
bus, manager of the Nebraska Electric 
Generation 
and 
Transmission 


Cooperative, told the Senators. 


Past fears about possible duplication or 


competition in transmission facilities ap- 
parently were alleviated in LB104, which 
requires utilities to submit disputes to the 
Nebraska Power Review Board in the 
event that they cannot reach agreement 
on the construction or use of transmission 
lines. 


The bill would require utilization of 


existing transmission facilities "to the 
fullest extent possible." 


That would appear to protect the in- 


tegrity of NPPD's transmission grid 
system, which spans most of the state. 


Committee To Review 
Dahlquist Appointment

marshal. The committee last week held 
up the vote of the former Scottsbluff and 
North Platte firefighter. 


The committee also approved Marion 


Ball's appointment as director of the 
State Department of Water Resources 
and William H. Riley's appointment as 
director of banking. Ball is from Lincoln; 
Riley is from Grand Island. 


The appointment of Robert Bell, 


general manger of Omaha's Metropolitan 
Utilities District, to the Natural 
Resources Commission was approved. 


The appointments approved by the 


committee will go to the Legislature for 
further consideration.

Ford, Congress Nearing 
Showdown On Oil Tariff 


WASHINGTON (AP> - Presi- 


dent Ford and the Democratic 
Congress marched 
closer 


Wednesday to a showdown over 
Ford's decision to raise the tax 
on imported oil by $3 a barrel 


Ford told a group of 


economics writers he will stick 
with his order "I think this is 
the executive action that has 
gotten the solution to the energy 
problem off dead center," the 
President said. 


Ford and Rep. Al Ullman, D- 


Ore., chairman of the House 
Ways and Means Committee met 
in an hour-long private session 
that failed to break the impasse. 


Ullman told reporters his pur- 


pose is to avoid a confrontation 
between Ford and Congress and 
that he thinks the President feels 
the same way. 


But there were no concessions 


on either side at the meeting, 
Ullman said, and House leaders 
went ahead with plans to vote 
next week on legislation ap- 
proved by Ullman's committee 
to suspend the oil import tariff 
at least 90 days. 


Ford met with the economics 


writers at the White House A 
transcript of the session was 
released afterward. 


Ford said there was "room for 


some flexibility" as far as his tax 
proposals are concerned 


But on the oil tariff, he said, "I 


think the acts I have taken on the 
first of February I must stay 
with." • 


The first $1 increment of the 


$3 a barrel tax goes into effect 
Saturday under a proclamation 
Ford issued without seeking con- 
gressional action. The tax would 
rise to $2 March 1 and $3 April 1. 


The bill approved by the Ways 


and Means Committee would 
suspend Ford's asserted authori- 
ty to impose the tax. While it 
could not be enacted by Satur- 
day, it would void the $1 tax 
retroactively. 


"I expect to be talking to the 


President shortly," Ullman said. 
He said a confrontation would be 
bad because "it would destroy 
the compatability that is going to 
be necessary between the two 
branches of government if we're 
really to move properly." 


Ullman said he could report 


no action now underway in the 
direction of 
compromise 


"except that I'm going to be 
talking to the President, that he 
agrees with me that we should 
find some kind of accom- 
modation " 


At the White House, 


meanwhile, reporters were told 
the administration is standing 
firm on both the amount and the 
timing of the tax increase, 
planned to reduce consumption 
of petroleum products and so cut 
imports 1 million barrels a day. 
However, press secretary Ron 
Nessen said the President as 
well as congressional leaders 
wants to avoid a confrontation. 


Leaders of both parties in the 


House said separately they know 
of no efforts to work out a com- 
promise. 


Minority Leader John J. 


Rhodes, R-Ariz., said he was cer- 
tain Ford would veto legislation 
suspending the tax. even though 
it is coupled with provision for 
additional borrowing authority 
the Treasury needs by Feb. 18 
Such a veto, if sustained, would 
put pressure on Congress to pass 
the debt ceiling legislation 
without the suspension rider and 
thus avoid bringing the govern- 
ment to a halt for lack of funds. 


Speaker Carl Albert said he is 


not sure whether or not a veto 
would be overridden. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


departments of Interior and 
Treasury were evacuated and 
several other federal in- 
stallations searched Wednesday 
because of further bomb threats 
in the wake of an explosion at 
the State Department and an 
attempted bombing in Oakland, 
Calif 


An anonymous male caller 


told The Associated Press at 
midday that bombs would go off 
at the Smithsonian Institution, 
the Department of Agriculture 
and at Interior before the day 
was out. The Treasury Depart- 
ment received a separate call 
which warned "the Treasury will 
go up in smoke in half an hour." 


The man left it doubtful 


whether he was part of the same 
group. 
the 
Weather 


Underground, which took credit 
for the bombing at the State 
Department and the planting of 
a device in Oakland which was 
found and destroyed by demoli- 
tion experts as it ticked away. 


Those 
actions 
were 


represented as protests of con- 
tinued U.S. support of the war in 
Southeast Asia. 


The Federal Bureau of 


Investigation said it had inten- 
sified a long-time search for in- 
dividuals believed be part of the 
Weather Underground, par- 
ticularly for three women and 
five men thought to be leaders of 
the organization. The group has 
claimed responsibility for 
several other anti-establishment 
bombings in recent years. 


The Interior Department was 


emptied of all but security per- 
sonnel at 1 p.m. Wednesday, and 
most of the 5,000 employes were 
told not to return for the 
remainder of the day. A 
spokesman said guards checked 
"room by room, closet by closet, 
floor by floor" for a bomb. No 
bomb was found. 


The Interior 
Department 


received a second bomb threat 
late in the day, but a new search 
also turned up no explosives, an 
FBI spokesman said. 


The Treasury Department was 


emptied after a man telephoned 
its security office at 3:15 p.m. to 


say an explosion was imminent. 


The early morning blast at the 


State Department demolished 
two offices of the Agency for 
International Development and 
left lesser damage, including 
flooding and broken windows, in 
parts of four floors of the huge 
building. No one was hurt. 


Some 20 offices were damaged 


at the State Department, a 
spokesman said, but all but three 
of them should be ready for 
reoccupancy by Thursday. 


Late in the day the depart- 


ment released some preliminary 
FBI findings concerning the 
explosion. 


Department Press Officer 


Robert L Funseth said the 
bomb had been electrically 
powered by batteries and had 
been placed in the wall between 
a womens' restroom and a men's 
restroom 


He added that the FBI felt 


that the bomb was put in place 
from the womens' side, leading 
to the assumption that a woman 
had set the bomb in the wall. 


Only minutes before that 


explosion, a caller who said he 
represented the Weather 
Underground told the AP of the 
State Department bomb and said 
one had been planted in a 
Defense Department building in 
Oakland. A similar call was 
received by the AP in San Fran- 
cisco. 


Police in Oakland cleared the 


George P. Miller Building and 
had 
barely gotten into their 


search when another call, this 
time to the Oakland Tribune, 
warned that the device was on 
the seventh floor and should 
already have detonated. After 
retreating for a time, authorities 
found the device with the help of 
a specially-trained dog, removed 
it in a metal tub and exploded it 
harmlessly. 


In Albany, N.Y., about 1,200 


state employes were sent home 
early Wednesday after a 
telephoned bomb threat emptied 
the Alfred E. Smith Building 
near the State Capitol. Capitol 
Police said the call was a hoax 
prompted by the nationwide 
publicity given to the rash of 
bombings and bomb threats. 


Evidence Said Insufficient 
To Justify Rail Rate Hike 


Urbom's Decision In Rice Case Upheld

The U.S. Eighth Circuit Court of Appeals has 


upheld U.S. District Court Judge Warren K. Ur- 
bom's order that David L. Rice, convicted in the 
suitcase bomb slaying of an Omaha policeman in 
1970, be released or retried. 


In making the ruling, the court noted it 


suspects the decision "will be regarded by some as 
an example of permissiveness and a lack of concern 
for society by the judiciary. 


"But no matter how heinous the crime, the 


fact of its commission alone is insufficient under 
our system of jurisprudence to establish the guilt of 
the accused. 
'Tolerable Price' 


"The safeguarding of fundamental con- 


stitutional rights is a tolerable price to pay for 
cherished standards of justice," the circuit court's 
memorandum stated. 


Urbom gave the order that Rice be released or 


retried after Rice, now in the Nebraska Peniten- 
tiary, petitioned for a writ of habeas corpus and a^ 
hearing was held in June. 


His order also stated that in the event of an 


appeal, Rice should be released or retried within 90 
days of a ruling by the circuit court. 


In granting the writ of habeas corpus, Urbom 


said dynamite found in Rice's home and dynamite 
particles found in his clothing were the fruit of an 
illegal search. 


Not 'Harmless Error* 


The introduction of those items as evidence in 


the trial, Urbom said, "substantially contributed" 
to Rice's conviction and was not a "harmless 
error' in the trial proceedings. 


Urbom said that the evidence was gained after 


Omaha police officers entered Rice's home with an 
arrest warrant for Duane Peak and a warrant to 
s®rch the premises.^ 


Urbom, however, ruled that the officers did 


not have probable cause to believe that Peak was in 
the home when they obtained a search warrant. 


The circuit court said Urbom was right in 


"refusing to consider any facts or circumstances 
not revealed to the magistrate" who issued the 
search warrant. 


The affidavit submitted by police to the 


magistrate was insufficient to establish probable 
cause, the circuit court said. 


'Acting On A Hunch' 


"In fact, the testimony of the various police of- 


ficers strongly suggests that the police had no1 


evidence whatever that Peak was at the 
petitioner's (Rice's) house and that they were ac- 


ting on nothing more than a hunch or random 
guess," the circuit court said. 


"It is fundamental constitutional law, of 


course," the circuit court sa^d, "that a search 
warrant may be issued only after a showing there is 
probably cause to believe the item being sought is 
located on the premises..." 


The circuit court said state courts had erred 


when ruling that the search of the Rice home was 
legal by considering more evidence than the af- 
fidavit submitted to the magistrate who issued the 
search warrant. 


The state courts relied, at least in part, on 


testimony given in a supression hearing, according 
to the circuit court. 


Prank Starts 'Brezhnev Visit' 


BOSTON (AP) - Editors at the Boston 


Globe said Tuesday a prankster who fed false 
infprmation to a computer was responsible for 
the report Jan. 8 that Soviet leader Leonid I. 
Brezhnev would arrive here for treatment at a 
cancer research center. 


The editors said a prankster at the Sidney 


Farber Cancer Research Center put informa- 
tion into the center's computer that resulted 
in a readout card stating: "L. Brezhnev. No 
wait. See Dr. Frei." Dr. Emil Frei is director 


of the center. 


"A source at the center notified us when he 


read the card," an editor said, "and we 
followed up with a check with police and 
learned the Police Department was working 
on a plan to bring Brezhnev in. 


"What we didn't know was that someone 


had also notified the police about the com- 
puter card," the editor said. 


Reports had circulated a few days previous- 


ly that Brezhnev was suffering from cancer.

Two firms Wednesday told the 


Nebraska Supreme Court that 
the Nebraska Public Service 
Commission lacked 
sufficient 


data to justify a 4% rate increase 
for five railroads. 


Nebco, Inc. (formerly Abel 


Investment Co.) and Ready 
Mixed Concrete Co. asked the 
court in written briefs to require 
the commission to reopen the 
case for further testimony. 


On Sept. 23,1974, the commis- 


sion approved the 4% rate in- 
crease on all commodities 
shipped intrastate to bring in- 
trastate charges in line with an 
Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion order directing identical 
rate hikes on interstate traffic. 


The two firms said the com- 


mission capitulated to the 
railroads to avoid forcing the 
railroads to ask the ICC to 
declare Nebraska rates dis- 
criminatory and adopted the 
higher rates without any 
evidence that the railroads' in- 
trastate costs merited the in- 
crease. 


The firms' attorneys argued, 


"The railroads have acted as 
though the pronouncement of 
the ICC has determined their 
right to any increase in freight 
rates. 


Evidence Wanted 


"They should . . . have 


presented to the Nebraska com- 
mission evidence justifying in- 
creased rates to Nebraska 
shippers, based on Nebraska 
experience. 


"Because they did not do so, 


there is no substantial evidence 
to support the action of the com- 
mission, and it becomes ar- 
bitrary and capricious" 


The attorneys noted that 


James Hamty, a witness for the 
railroads, admitted at the 
hearing that the railroads' an- 
nual reports are not an accurate 
reflection of their Nebraska 
operations. 
* 


The attorneys also pointed to 


some 
discrepancies 
in 


testimony. One witness said the 
Burlington Northern's 1973 in- 
trastate revenue in Nebraska 
was $8 million. Harrity testified 
the total intrastate for all five 
railroads in 1973 was $10.3 
million. 


That would mean the Union 


Pacific, Rock Island, Missouri 
Pacific and Chicago & 
Northwestern did only one 
quarter of the intrastate business 
done by the Burlington. 


Branch, Main Lines 


The brief said railroad officials 


attempted to separate intrastate 
and interstate freight by 
delineating which freight was 
shipped on the branch lines and 
which on the main lines. 


But the brief said it is impossi- 


ble to determine whether freight 
was being shipped intrastate or 


interstate by only examining 
branch and mam line traffic. 


The only way this can be 


determined, they said, is to 
check the freight bills which the 
attorneys said neither the 
Burlington Northern nor the 
Union Pacific did. 


Southern states have devised a 


formula to separate railroads' 
intrastate and interstate freight 
business for the purposes of set- 
ting intrastate rates. 


" 'Take it and analyze it' 


seems vastly preferable to 'Take 
it or leave it,' " they said. 


"If this court would follow the 


path charted by Florida and 
North Carolina, commission and 
customer alike would benefit 
from havng the Nebraska 
railroads attempt to present 
enough data to justify their rate 
requests."

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Egypf Agrees To Buy 
French FI War planes 


PARIS (AP) - Egyptian President Anwar 


Sadat announced Wednesday the purchase of 
France's newest supersonic Mirage Fl fighter- 
bombers The move broke the Kremlin's 20-year 
monopoly on arms sales to Egypt and was the 
first major Western weapons deal with Cairo 
since 1955. 


Sources said about 50 planes were involved in 


the sale at a cost of about $5 3 million each But 
experts said that with spare parts, ground equip- 
ment and a training program, the total value of 
the sale would go beyond $265 million. 


Sadat told a news conference on the last day of 


his three-day visit to France that despite the sale, 
he is btill committed to the search for a political 
settlement with Israel 


•For the first time in 26 years, it is possible that 


we can have peace in the area," he declared 
• For our part, we are quite ready to achieve the 
aims of the peace process But Israel must also be 
ready for this " 


There was no immediate comment from Israel 


but military analysts in Tel Aviv saw the purchase 
of the planes and possibly other weapons as a 
dangerous military advance that gave the Arabs 
"a heavy emphasis to the military option Some 
Israeli analysts feel the Fl is no match for the 
American-made F4, backbone of the Israeli Air 
Force 


France was a mam supplier of arms to Israel 


for many years after the Jewish state came into 
existence in 1948 In recent years France has 
adopted an increasingly pro-Arab foreign policy 


and for a time all French arms shipments to Mid- 
dle East belligerents were embargoed. 


The weapons agreement approved by French 


President Valery Giscard d'Estamg dominated 
the visit by Sadat, who apparently was less 
successful in persuading the French to take a 
diplomatic initiative in the Middle East. 


Sources said Sadat came with a military shop- 


ping list totaling about $2 2 billion. It included the 
Mirages, helicopters, missiles, communications 
equipment and sophisticated electronic 
countermeasures devices But the French com- 
mitted themselves to furnishing only weapons 
that would not upset the military balance with 
Israel, the sources said 


Sadat said the delivery of the planes would take 


years He said the number involved was "secret," 
but "much less than" the 120 Egypt lost in the 
1973 war 


Saudi Arabia has already turned over to Egypt 


MX Mirages it bought from France last year and 
reportedly will bankroll the latest deal "We have 
no problems on financing." Sadat declared con- 
fidently 


Despite the new upgrading of his military 


machine, Sadat declared that neither Egypt nor 
Syria would attack Israel "But if Israel attacks 
Syria, we will fight," he warned 


U S A Secretary of State Henry A Kissinger is 


due in the Middle East early next month to 
promote a second stage Israeli withdrawal in 
Sinai, and Sadat said he agreed with Kissinger's 
view that the opposing Israeli and Egyptian views 
can be reconciled 


U.S.S.R. Cancels 
Wheat Purchase

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New York (AP) - The Soviet 


Union has canceled the purchase 
of 100,000 tons of wheat from 
two American firms last October 
and is negotiating to cancel 
another 100,000 tons, industry 
observers said Wednesday 


Neither the firms, Cook In- 


dustries of Memphis, Tenn., or 
Continental Grain Co., based in 
New York City, would confirm 
or deny the reports. 


The report came just two days 


after it was learned that 
mainland China had canceled an 
order for more than 22 4 million 
bushels of American wheat 


Mel Sjerben, senior editor of 


Milling-Banking News in Kansas 
City, said he felt the Soviet 
Union was cancelling the 
purchases, and might defer 
others, becuase their "supply is 
not as bad as it had first 
seemed." 


If all 200,000 tons were 


canceled it would affect about 
25'7( of the remaining gram 
shipments scheduled to the 


Soviet Union this crop year 
Russia last year placed orders 
for 1.2 million tons - or 44 7 
million bushels - and on Jan. 12 
•the U S Department of 
Agriculture reported that all bui 
875,000 tons - or 32.6 million 
bushels - had been shipped 


Commodity leaders in New 


York and Chicago speculated 
that the Russians might want to 
defer purchases until current 
prices retreated or switch some 
of the wheat orders to corn 


After the People's Republic of 


China served cancellation notice. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl I 
Butz said the move would have 
very little effect on the price of 
bread 


Although the USDA estimates 


total wheat exports for the crop 
year ending June 30 at 11 billion 
tons, cancellations by the Soviet 
Union and China are deemed 
significant because of the 
tightness of the

'Shooting

PHNOM PENH, Cambodia 


(AP) — Communist-led gunners 
sank two fuel tankers and set 
another ablaze Wednesday as a 
16-vessel convoy sought to run 
the Mekong River "shooting 
gdllery"with supplies for the 
blockaded Cambodian capital of 
Phnom Penh port authorities 
reported 


The officials had no im- 


mediate casualty reports from 
the attacks However, shipping 
sources said most of the 
crewmen from the sunken ships 
were rescued bv Cambodian 
navy boats escorting the convoy 
through the gantlet of fire from 
gunners entrenched on the river 
banks- 


Two South Korean tankers. 


the Boo Hoeung 7 and Han 
Soeung 2. were sunk by in- 
surgent tire fixe miles upnver 
from Neak Luong naval base and 
32 miles southeast of the capital. 
the sources said 


The convoy of five freighters, 


four fuel tankers and seven 
barges was the third and largest 
to a t t e m p t the run to 
beleaguered Phnom Penh since

Distress Deepening, 
Economic Index Shows 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The government index 


designed to forecast economic trends signaled 
deepening distress with an unprecedented dive to 
close out last year, the Commerce Department 
reported Wednesday. 


The index of leading indicators fell at a record 


monthly pace for the second time in three months 
and also logged the deepest sustained drop since 
the index was created in 1948. 


November's drop, which was originally 


reported as 1.5%, was changed to 3.5%, sur- 
passing September's 3.3% record. For December, 
the drop was 2.4%. And for the five consecutive 
months the index has fallen, the over-all decline 
measured 1J%. 


The index projected an economy characterized 


by lower consumer spending, expanding un- 
employment and smaller paychecks for workers 
still on the job. 


The latest report "indicates exactly what we've 


been expecting, and that is that the economy 
would continue to decline through the first 
quarter and probably bottom out around mid- 
year," said James L. Pate, top economist at the 
Commerce Department. "And there's nothing in 
this that would refute that expectation." 


White House spokesman Ron Nessen said that 


President Ford's economic adviser Alan 
Greenspan is still of the opinion that the nation 
should see a turnaround in the economic situation 
by midsummer. 


Ford met with his Cabinet during the morning, 


and most of the time was taken up with a report 
by Budget Director Roy Ash on the budget and 
economic messages which will be sent to 
Congress next week. 


At the Capitol, Chairman Al Ullman, D-Ore., of 


the House Ways and Means Committee said he 
would be talking to Ford soon and "we somehow 
must find a way to avoid a confrontation" over 
Ford's plan to increase oil import tariffs. 


Ford plans to increase the tariffs $3 a barrel by- 


April 1, beginning with a $1 increase Feb. 1. 


Ullman's committee has recommended a 90-day 
delay. 


Ullman said Ford agrees with him "that we 


should find some kind of an accommodation." 


The Labor Department reported that another 


851,700 Americans filed new claims for un- 
employment insurance benefits last week. The 
total was 118,500 fewer than the record 970,000 
new claims filed in the previous week, but still 
nearly double the 464,300 new claims filed during 
the same week last year. 


New claims for unemployment benefits are 


among the 12 individual components used in the 
index of leading indicators. Others are such items 
as building permits and consumer borrowing. 


Pate saw in the decline for industrial materials 


prices an encouraging sign that inflation is 
abating. 


He said he still expects the housing industry to 


pull out of its deep slump, although he said a one- 
time aberration — the start of a new housing 
project in New York City — pushed up the 
number of new building permits issued last 
month. 


But aside from the higher number of building 


permits, the improved ratio of product prices to 
the cost of labor involved in production and an in- 
creased level of spending on expanding produc- 
tion, the six other factors available for December 
all pointed down.

Hijackers To 
As Criminals, PLO Says

Damascus, Syria — The Palestine Liberation 


Organization iPLO) announced Wednesday that it 
had decided to treat the hijacking of airplanes, 
ships or trains as crimes and would impose death 
penalties on hijackers if their actions led to the 
loss of life.

sentences will be up to 15 years at hard labor. 


Correspondents were driven into the coun- 


tryside 15 miles southeast of the Syrian capital 
arid shown through a heavily-guarded, wall- 
enclosed former farm house in an apricot orchard 
which is serving as a "corrective camp" or prison 
for offenders against the PLO code. 


Armed Palestinian officials on the scene said

Zaid Abdel-Fattah, a tall young man in a brown 


velvet jacket who identified himself as head of 
the Beirut office of WAFA. the official PLO news 
agency, read to reporters a statement saying that 
five Palestinians were sentenced to 10 and 15 
years respectively at hard labor by a PLO court 
last October after being caught in an abortive 
attempt to hijack a British airliner in Dubai last 
August.

camouflaging the ueighbor's 


herd of Charolais after the last 
snow storm. These white-cream 
colored cattle were scarcely visi- 
ble against the white snow- 
covered fields. 


The white polar bears who live

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Co//n Reinstated 


The incident involving County Com- 


missioner Robert Colin and l:is misplaced 
performance bond ended as it should have 
ended. 


Colin's seat on the county board was 


declared vacant in light of the statute 
requiring that the bond be filed by a par- 
ticular date and the three-member appoint- 
ment committee empowered by law to fill 
the vacancy reappointed Colin. 


For Democrats Carl Hartman and 


Frank Golden, county clerk and county 
treasurer who along with Republican 
County Attorney Ron Lahners formed the 
appointment committee, renaming Colin 
must have been a bitter pill to swallow 
because of the personal and political 
animosities which have developed between 
the commissioner and the two Democratic 
officials. But the members of the appoint- 
ment committee saw their clear duty to the 
majority of voters in Lancaster County and 
they did it. 


In the end Hartman and Golden used 


their better judgment and acted in the 
overall public interest and by what was 
right rather than on the basis of their own 
personal feelings. 


The Colin bond incident is not without 


its lessons. 


— As Colin suggested, some sort of 


system should be set up to make sure the 
bonds of officials are properly filed. 
Granted, the individual officeholder should 
be interested enough under ordinary cir- 
cumstances to check on his or her own 
bond but the Colin incident points out that 
unforeseen problems do occur. A check on 
the bonds of all officials of whom they are 


required by the county clerk or the county 
court office does not seem to be too much 
to ask. And, as Colin suggested, all newly 
elected or appointed officials needing to be 
bonded should have bonding requirements 
explained to them. 


— Consideration should be given to 


seeking a change in the procedure by which 
county board vacancies are filled. The 
potential for political hijinks under the pre- 
sent system is obvious. 


Beyond that. Commissioner Colin un- 


doubtedly now recognizes the potentially 
disastrous consequences of little mistakes 
and that public officials, no matter how 
well-intentioned, can make those little mis- 
takes. He also must realize that he could 
have been thrown out of office, even 
though by technicality, and that he wasn't 
booted because two old enemies ignored 
their personal and political feelings and did 
what was right. He best not forget that. 
Nor should others who might try to chase 
duly-elected officials from office on mainly 
political or personal grounds, as in the case 
of a possible GOP-inspired effort to hold a 
recall election aimed at Golden. 


We're not suggesting that all will be 


sweetness and light between Colin and the 
elected officials now that Colin has been 
given back his office. There are fundamen- 
tal differences between them and there are 
areas in which Colin is absolutely right and 
he should not refrain from seeking to im- 
prove the performance and service of coun- 
ty government and its officers. But the out- 
come of all of this should be a higher level 
of tolerance of the other guy and a new 
spirit of working together to get things 
done rather than continual confrontation.

We hope all sides are represented. If 


people have praise or complaints regarding 
this particular area of enforcement, now is 
the time to get it out.

"We would be willing to agree to 
deliver these courses, at a cost in 
general fund dollars, for half of 
what is now being provided" to 
Nebraska's public post-high 
school institutions, he told the 
budget committee members. 


Varner estimated that SU.Ys 


need might be "somewhere in 
the ballpark of $200.000 in the 
fiscal year beginning in July." 


He explained that the total 


cost of the delivery system in 
Nebraska this year, including 
two or three additional learning 
centers besides the four in 
operation, will likely be $500.000 
to $600.000. Half that amount, he 
said, will be recovered from tui- 
tion payments. 


A dollar-for-dollar match 


would mean that for each stu- 
dent taking a three-credit-hour 
course, the state and SUN would 
each pay half the $108 cost. 


Budget Committee Chairman 


Richard Marvel of Hastings told 
Varner and the SUN staff. 
"Higher education is at the 
cross-roads in this state." 
because each institution "is 
competing for the same student 
body."

mittee recommends awarding 
SUN partial funding, the lear- 
ning concept will fit in with the 
adult education and community 
services other schools are 
offering.

Sex Counse 
tandards Said Lax 


By LINDA OLJG

"You can still be blind and deaf and 


dumb and halt and still do sexual 
counseling in Nebraska." 


That observation comes from Dr Gale 


Dunning, who operates a sex counseling 
practice out of his Greenwood home. 


State law requires no minimum training 


for counselors, and state regulations which 
would require licensure of clinics are still 
being established and interpreted. 


The lack of "specific standards" is "one 


of the problems in human sexuality 
counseling," said George Scofidd, psy- 
chiatric social worker, Lincoln-Lancaster 
Mental Health Clinic. 


More Seeking Help 


With sex more openly discussed now, 


more and more couples are seeking help. 


Marriage and job problems frequently 


are manifested in bedroom problems 
(often called "sexual dysfunctions") and 
the most common sources of help are 
marriage or family counselors, ministers 
and doctors. 


One physician who asked to remain 


anonymous observed, "I think we have 
physicians doing sexual counseling who are 
totally unqualified to do it." After all, he 
continued, "no sex education was taught in 
medical schools until just recently." 


Although Lincoln has no established 


community agency or clinic specifically 
identified as dealing with sex problems, 
counselors are surfacing to meet the de- 
mand, charging as much as $50 per hour for 
their advice. 


Among them are three doctors — one of 


psychology, one a minister, the other an 
obstetrician/gynecologist. 


'Heavy Caseload' 


Pastoral Specialties of Nebraska, headed 


by the Rev. Dr. Dick McCollough, an or- 
dained Missouri Synod Lutheran minister, 
has "a very heavy caseload of sexual 
dysfunction cases" in addition to its other 
functions — education, printed material, 
research and consultant work. 


Dr. Joe Rogers and his wife Carol have 


been practicing "a dual team approach" in 
sex counseling as an aside to his medical 
practice for; three months now. 


In addition, a group of social workers, 


physicians, psychologists, ministers, 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln professors 
and agency executives is trying to establish ^ 
a human sexuality institute on the premise' 
that "no organization exists to meet sexual 
dysfunction and distress here." 


Steering committee members who, ac- 


cording to Scofield, have "superficial 
knowledge about sexuality and sexual 
counseling" want to bring in a person with 
"m-depth experience and knowledge" in 
sexual counseling to head up the proposed 
institute. 


But what about those already here? 


'No Training Per Se' 


Dunning, formerly with the UNL 


Psychology Department, said he has "no 
training in any program per se." But "I've 
been in sex counseling for a quarter of a 
century and what I know I've learned from 
my clients." 


Rogers said he had post-graduate work 


with sex counseling pioneers Masters and 
Johnson through the American College of 
Obstetrics and Gynecology; that he and his 
wife have attended seminars offered by the 


Center for Marital and Sexual Studies in 
Long Beach, Calif. 


McCollough also said he had "training 


with" the Long Beach center and "was 
trained in the Masters and Johnson 
technique and approach ... through their 
center and their affiliates." 


However, according to records of the 


Masters and Johnson 
Reproductive 


Biological Research Foundation in St. 
Louis, Mo., neither McCollough nor Rogers 
attended the extensive 
professional 


training program nor the information- 
oriented workshops, the latter of which 
does "not train people to be sex 
therapists," said the spokesperson. 


In fact, no trained Masters and Johnson 


dual sex teams — the preferred method of 
sex therapy — practice in Lincoln, she said. 


A check with the Center for Marital and 


Sexual Studies reveals no record of 
McCollough or the Rogers couple, either 
together or individually, attending their 
training program. "They could have 
attended a seminar but that does not 
qualify them to be counselors." 


Included In Studies 


Asked later about his training, 


McCollough said he was "schooled in 
(Masters 
and 
Johnson) 


techniques .. . anyone who does graduate 
work in sexual counseling is." Sexual 
counseling was included in his doctorate 


pastoral counseling studies, he explained. 


"I don't in any way, shape or form want 


to misrepresent them (Masters or Johnson 
or the California center) or myself to the 
public," he added. 


In a subsequent interview, Rogers 


explained that he had, indeed, become 
familiarized with the Masters and Johnson 
technique and that of the Center for 
Marital and Sexual Studies through 
information-oriented sessions, but that he 
and his wife had not undergone the inten- 
sive counselor training programs at either 
locations. "I do plan to" participate in the 
intensive Masters and Johnson training 
course, he said. 


Meanwhile, he said he and his wife have 


requested an application from the 
American Association of Sex Educators 
and Counselors in Washington, D.C. If ap- 
proved, they will be certified as bona fide 
sex counselors, he said. 


Law Recommended 


Dunning said the state should adopt and 


enforce a law establishing "some kinds of 
minimum requirements for counseling, 
period, let alone for sexual counseling 
which requires . . . special emphasis, 
training and background." 
_ 


Only professional restraints govern the 


actions of counselors as a whole, said Dr. 
Robert Grant, maternal and child health 
division, State Department of Health. 
"Psychologists are the only ones 
(counselors) licensed here in the state," he 
added. On the other hand, social workers 
usually are associated with established 
agencies; ministers with churches. 


The clinics, themselves, may fall under 


licensing requirements, according to an in- 
terpretation by Charles Hageman, director 


of the division of standards. State Health 
Department. "We tried to cover some of 
these things in writing up our 
regulars 


on health clinics," defined as "any place, 
regardless of the name, that operates on an 
out-patient basis 
(giving) advice, 


counseling, diagnosis, treatment, care or 
services relating to the preservation or 
maintenance of health," including mental 
health, he said. 


To date, no clinics promising sex 


counseling have been licensed under the 
new regulations, Hageman pointed out. 
The responsibility of obtaining a license 
rests on their shoulders, not the state s. 


Terry Schaaf, assistant attorney general 


for consumer protection, said he knows of 
no current statutes regulating counselors in 
general or sex counselors specifically. 


'Who Is To Say?' 


"Who is to say who's really qualified 


when there really aren't any standards9" 
he asked. 


Scofield reflected on the lack of "protec- 


tion" for persons seeking help — then 
,offered suggestions as to how to determine 
whether or not a particular counselor can 
be of help. 


"Your Own subjective feeling" as to the 


counselor's "competence or lack" of it is 
important, he said. So is the relationship 
established between counselor and client, 
how one feels about the other. 


Clients should "ask questions" about the 


counselor's "background and training in 
both behavioral science and sex 
education," he said. 
' The degree of candidness in asking and 
"answering questions is also a good in- 


dicator of the quality of help to be obtained 
from therapy sessions, he said.

In Congregation Pays Off

Toronto (UPI) — When the 


Rev. Ben Hodder handed out 
$3.000 to his congregation to in- 
vest for the church for 60 days, 
he wasn't expecting a minor 
bonanza. 


But he got it. 
Members returned Sunday 


and quietly placed nearly $12,000 
in a basket at the foot of a cross 
near the altar. 


"It's just fantastic," Hodder, 


57, of Kew Beach United 
Church, said. "I'm completely 
overwhelmed. I thought we 
might get a few hundred dollars 
more but never anything like 
this. 


"My investment in dollars was 


returned four times over — but 
my investment in faith was in- 
creased a thousandfold." 


Hodder based his scheme on a 


biblical parable in which a 
property owner distributed 
goods to his servants to invest in 
his absence, then returned to 
berate a man who let the money 
sit idle. 


"But nobody had to be 


berated in my case," Hodder 
said. "Everyone 
cooperated 


wonderfully." 


Using a bank loan — for which 


he pledged faith as collateral — 
Hodder had given $5 to each of 
600 members of the congrega- 
tion. 


Women used the money to buy 


baking ingredients, then sold 
homemade cookies door-to-door. 
Other members gave gourmet 
dinner parties, organized raffles 
or did handyman chores. 


A doctor sold an oil painting. 


A private pilot took friends on 
sightseeing tours over Toronto, 
charging them a nominal fee for 
the flight. 


Now the church will hold its 


annual meeting next week to 
decide what to do with the $9,000 
proft after Hodder repays the 
$3,000 loan. 


"Just think how my credit 


rating is going to shoot up when 
I pay the bank back so 
promptly," Hodder said. "It's a 
scheme many other churches 
could well copy."

In' a sense, this was a well- 


timed call, as it posed quite a 
problem for South. However, 
South came out reasonably well 
when he wound up at four 


spades doubled, making six for 
1,190 points. 


At the second table, the 


bidding went altogether dif- 
ferently:

Declarer had no trouble 


making the slam, losing only a 
heart trick and scoring 1,660 
points.

spades was extremely doubtful. 
He should have realized that 
South was deliberately un- 
dertaking a slam he apparently 
expected to make, and that he 
had to have highly irregular 
distribution for such an am- 
bitious undertaking. 


West therefore had very little 


to gain by a double — at best he 
could not expect to beat the 
contract more than one trick. 


Instead, West should have 
played safe and bid seven 
hearts as a sacrifice against a 
probable slam. At worst this 
would have cost him 700 points 
instead of 1,660.

Counfy Inheritance Taxes Soar

The tight money situation doesn't exempt one from paying 


taxes — even after death. 


And inheritance taxes assessed against estates in Lancaster 


County during 1974 jumped 347c from the previous year to a record 
$787,062. 


According to court records, this was the largest increase in in- 


heritance taxes since 1971 when the amount jumped 50% from the 
previous year, which had suffered a 14% decline from 1969. 


However, if January is any indication, 1975 may see an even 


greater jump. Lancaster County Court reports that a total of $102,- 
984 in inheritance taxes has been assessed against estates handled 
to date this year. 


Officials note that it is difficult to predict on the basis of one 
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month since January had three large estates with taxes totaling 
$45,000, $22,000 and $16,000. 


But the size of the estate doesn't always determine the amount 


of taxes assessed against estates. 


For example, in 1974 Lancaster County Court handled two es- 


tates valued in excess of $4 million but the taxes on the estate of 
Robert L. Ferguson were $213,220, while the taxes on the Avery 
Forke estate amounted to only $4,358. 


Another large estate, that of Blanche L. Town, which 


amounted to $1.3 million, had inheritance taxes assessed at $64,990. 
Several smaller estates had taxes amounting to more than $20,000. 


Taxes assessed on inheritances in Nebraska are calculated 


against the beneficiary unless otherwise provided for in the will of 
the deceased, while federal estate taxes are assessed against the es- 
tate itself. 


The tax rate varies according to the relationship of the 


beneficiary to the deceased. 


Immediate relatives such as surviving spouses, parents, 


children and brothers and sisters get the first $10,000 of their estate 
inheritance tax free. 


A 1% rate is imposed on the inheritance amounting to more 


than $10,000, plus a surviving spouse receives other exemptions and 
deductions. 


Remote relatives — uncles, aunts, nieces and nephews — 


receive a $2,000 exemption on the inheritance. Then a 6% tax rate is 
imposed on inheritance after the first $2,000 up to $60,000, and a 9% 
rate is applied to any amount exceeding $60,000. 


Non-relatives get the biggest end of the tax assessment with an 


exemption on only the first $500. 


The next $5,000 inheritance for a non-relative is assessed at the 


rate of 6%, while the amount between $5,000 and $10,000 is 
assessed at a 9% rate. 


The tax bite grows with the amount of the Inheritance, with a 


12% rate applied to those in excess of $10,000 up to $20,000; 15% 
between $20,000 and $50,000 and 18% on anything exceeding $50,- 
000. 


Lancaster County Judge Jeffre Cheuvront pointed out, 


however, that even a very large estate could change hands with vir- 
tually no tax on it. 


A surviving spouse is entitled to 50% of the estate tax free, he 


said, and if the remainder of the estate went to a charitable 
organization, no tax would be assessed. 


According to law, inheritance tax collected by the county is 


credited by resolution of the county board to the county general 
fund for relief of worthy, incapacitated or indigent persons. 


The funds may be used for construction of a convalescent 


hospital, geriatrics unit or homes to care for the aged or infirm; for 
the erection, planning and ilding and maintenance of a county 
courthouse, or for improvement of county roads.

An explosion rocked 
the 


National Cooperative Oil 
Refinery Association laboratory 
and offices on the south edge of 
Council Bluffs shortly before 
noon Wednesday, spreading lire 
throughout the building. 


P a t Gallagher. Council 


Bluffs, a 34-year employe of the 
firm, said lie had just entered 
the laboratory when a refrig- 
erator exploded. 


Gallagher said he was struck 


in the face with pieces of flying 
glass as the explosion shattered a 
number of bottles containing 
fuel samples. 


Fumes from the samples were 


immediately ignited. Gallagher 
said. 


"Tht.Te was gas all over the 


place, and it was all on fire. I and 
some other employes tried 10 
put it out with fire ex- 
tinguishers, but it was too late. It 
was an inferno by that time." 
said Gallagher. 


The Council Bluffs Fire De- 


partment dispatched seven units 
to battle the three alarm blaze, 
which was brought under control 
within an hour. 


Fire Chief Norman Elgin said 


the building was "totally in- 
volved, 
when firemen arrived 


on the scene, but did not pose an 
immediate threat to a number of 
large storage tanks. 


Firefighters concentrated on 


controlling the flames before 


they reached an additional 500 to 
600 gallons of fuel stored in the 
building. 


At the height of the fire, fire- 


men also took 
precautionary 


measures to prevent the flames 
from spreading to the storage 
tanks about 50 yards away. The 
tanks contained an estimated 
50.000 gallons of fuel oil. 


Eight persons were in. the 


building at the time of the blast, 
but no serious injuries were 
reported. Officials said all were 
evacuated before the flames 
engulfed the building. 


Employes said the explosion 


shook the brick structure, and 
caused cracks in parts of the 
building's exterior.

37. of 
Sergent Bluff. Iowa. 


In announcing the arrest of 


Miller, the FBf said that an 
agent fired several shots, but the 


gun fire was not returned. Ver- 
doorn and Van Maanen were 
arrested without incident. 


All three were charged at 


Sioux City with the theft from a 
Council Bluffs trucking firm of 
about 30,000 pounds of swinging 
beef being shipped in interstate 
commerce, he said. 


The tractor-trailer and entire 


load were taken in the theft.

Technicality Sinks NPPD Election Contest

North Platte (AP) - Uncoln 


County District Court Judge 
Hugh Stuart has dismissed a suit 
filed in connection with last 
November's election for the 4th 
Subdivision seat on the Nebraska 
Public Power District (NPPD) 
Board of Directors. 


The petition, filed by in- 


cumbent Jack J. Hill, con- 
tended that Hill's opponent, 
James Orr of North Platte, got 
an advantage in the way the two 
candidates were shown on the 
ballots in the district. 


Orr won the election by 115 


votes. 


Hill claimed that he was 


"substantially 
disadvantaged" 


because Orr's name appeared 
first on more ballots than did 
his. Specifically, Hill made the 
claim on about 1,200 ballots in 
North Platte and rural Lincoln 
County. 


Hill also charged that the Lin- 


coln County Clerk's office 
followed an "erroneous proce- 
dure" in preparing the ballots so 
that the names of the two can- 
didates were not rotated precint- 
by-precinct, as required by state 
law. Instead, the names were 
rotated in "contiguous blocks," 


Hill said. 


As a result of the claims, Hill 


asked the court to invalidate the 
election, but Orr's attorneys 
made a special appearance be- 
fore Judge Stuart, asking that 
the suit be dismissed because 


Hill did not file it within the 
prescribed time limit. 


Stuart sustained the motion 


because Hill did not file his ac- 
tion within 20 days of the offi- 
cial canvassing, as required by 
state law.

Moore's death. Moore was a 
resident of the American Indian 
Movement barracks when he 
died. 


Former Lancaster County At- 


ty. and now Atty. Gen. Paul 
Douglas ruled the" death as a 
suicide, but Exon ordered the in- 
vestigation after letters from 
Moore's parents questioned that 
ruling. 


Moore died of a knife wound. 
Lancaster County Atty. Ron 


Lahners said his office is not 
reopening the case but will 
cooperate with the State Patrol. 


and also instructed the public 
defender's office to bring him in. 


Citing Kartman's many 


driving problems, Cooper said: 
"He is a present clanger to the 
community unless he's taken off 
the street." 


Once in court, the order said, 


Kartman would be required to 
show why the appeal bond 
should not be revoked and Kart- 
man jailed because of driving 
violations since the bond was 
posted. 


Cooper said he asked for the 


order because of Kartman's 
arrest Sunday in Council Bluffs, 
Iowa, on suspicion of drunken 
driving and because of previous 
driving charges. 


If the bonding company 


doesn't bring him in, Cooper 
said, the $25,000 bond could be 
forefeited. 


Cooper said that if Kartman 


doesn't appear, he will file a 
felony charge under a state law 
which requires a person released 
on bail to appear in court when 
legally required to do so. 
Violating that law can bring a 
penalty of up to three years in 
prison, in addition to other 
penalties the person may 
receive. 


Cooper said bonding 
com- 


panies can go to any state and 
bring a person to court. As 
private companies, they are not 
bound by the same legal restric- 
tions as those which apply to law 
enforcement agencies.

third class and are therefore not forwardable 


A spokesman for that office said that unless a 


taxpayer notified the state of a change in 


residence, the taxpayer will probably not receive 
a form through the mail 


He said that because of a franking privilege 


the federal government has which state 
governments do not have, the federal government 
sends its forms third class but they are forwar- 
dable 


Forms may be obtained from the State 


Department of Revenue, Box 94818, Lincoln, or 
from offices in Omaha, Scottsbluff, North Platte. 
Grand Island and Norfolk or from local banks and 
some county treasurer's offices

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Council Control Said Never Lost 


Goodwill Sets Sales Record 


New officers were also elected

Back in 1971 the City Council thought up a way to insulate the 


police and fire departments from unnecessary political pressures. 


The council designated those departments as "divisions" of 


city government, which meant that the mayor retained the 
exclusive power to appoint the police and fire chiefs. 


It didn't work 
In practice, the public raised questions about the police 


department's operating, while the council haggled over ways to 
gam confirmation power over mayoral appointments of the two 
chiefs. 


Has It Anyway 


Now it turns out that the council has that confirmation power 


anyway. 


City Atty. Dick Wood told the council this week that its 


predecessors" in 71 created two departments, even though they 
didn't mean to at the time. 


In a written opinion issued Wednesday, Wood said that the 1971 


council "purported" to make the fire and police departments each 
a division directly responsible to the mayor What the council 
ended up doing, he said, was to set up two "de facto departments." 


That interpretation of the City Charter came as a big surprise 


to Councilwoman Helen Boosalis, who sat on the council in 1971 
when the decision was made. 


Boosaus said a majority of the council voted to create the two 


divisions and place both chiefs in the classified personnel service. 
That means that the chiefs would be protected against being fired 
by a mayor for political reasons. Other department heads are in the 
unclassified service and can be dismissed by the mayor at any time. 


Narrow Vote 


The 1971 council narrowly approved the division set-up on a 4-3 


vote. Records show that then Councilmen Tom Allman, Merle 
Hale. Dick Hartsock and Erv Peterson supported the proposdl. 
Councilmen Bill Davidson and Harry Peterson joined Boosalis in 
calling for council confirmation of the two chiefs 


The council took action on those departments because it 


abolished the Department of Parks, Safety and Public Property. 
The police and fire departments were housed under that umbrella 
agency. 


Based on the 1971 council's action, present city lawmakers 


have been debating ways to gam more control over the operation of 
those two departments, mainly the police department, which has 
come under fire recently for its enforcement of the drunk driving 
laws. 


The controversy surfaced again this week when Police Chief 


Joe Carroll announced his retirement effective March 1. The 
debate over Carroll's successor is on 


In the meantime. Mayor Sam Schwartzkopf has named assis- 


tant chief Dale Adams to become acting chief until after the May 6 
city election. 


The appointment of an acting chief does not require council ap- 


proval, although council confirmation of a new law enforcement 
chief apparently is now required 


Wood explained that both the police and fire departments were 


set up as separate entities in 1971. Both Carroll and Fire Chief 
Dallas Johnson report directly to the mayor and not to any depart- 
ment head — because there is no such person anymore. 


No Such Provision 


The City Charter has no provision for a division existing as a 


separate entity where the administrators report directly to the 
mayor. 


As a result, said Wood, "the legal effect of the 1971 decision 


was to create two separate departments, each under the control 
and supervision of a chief as a department head " 


The charter also requires council confirmation of department 


heads. Thus, Wood said, the appointments of fire and police chiefs 
are subject to council scrutiny. Wood also said both chiefs should 
be placed in the unclassified service, along with other department 
heads 


Wood said he will recommend that the council "clean up" the 


city code to conform with his opinion.

The 1975 council can carry out the 1971 council's intention to 


create two divisions by creating a department to oversee the police 
and fire departments, Wood said. 


The council and mayor have been discussing the creation of 


such a Department of Public Safety. The director of that agency 
would appoint the two chiefs. 


Out Of Politics 


Schwartzkopf said he favors the creation of the department 


since, he argues, it would keep the appointment of the police and 
fire chiefs out of the political arena 


While most of the controversy has revolved around the appoint- 


ment of a new police chief, the legal opinion also affects Johnson 
He has been chief since 1966. Wood said he would not recommend 
any council action confirming Johnson's appointment until the 
council revamped the ordinances. 


The controversy over the chiefs' position in city government 


just points to the need for a "complete overhaul" of the ad- 
ministrative organization of various departments, Wood charged. 


He suggested that city officials look into the city Finance 


Department, which oversees the Lincoln Transportation System, 
and the Community Development Department, which oversees the 
City-County Commission on Aging and the Alcohol Safety Action 
Program 


Council members already have indicated a willingness to 


review with the mayor the administrative organization of the city.

The others are Harry Knight of Richmond and 
Tom Doyle of Yale, both late round picks. 


Humm's tutor will be Ken Stabler, also a southpaw. Other 


Oakland veteran quarterbacks are aging Daryl Lamonica and 
George Blanda and former Iowa QB Larry Lawrence. 


"I'm very happy with where I am going," Humm said "I'm 


looking forward to working behind Kenny He's a great quarter- 
back no doubt, and he's lefthanded. The Oakland offense, from 
what I know, is something like ours at Nebraska They throw the

Nebraska received exactly the style of game it expected 


"That was a pretty physical game, but that's what we knew 


would happen," noted NU sophomore forward Bob Siegel. 
"That's the most physical game we've had except for Indiana 
(the nation's top-rated team which trounced NU, 97-60, in late 
December)." 


While Nebraska defeated Oklahoma State by a large margin 


as expected by most of the partisan 8,500 NU Coliseum spec- 
tators Wednesday night, 73-58, it was completely unexpected 
that NU would also take rebounding honors. 


The Huskers outrebounded the taller, more physically 


dominating Cowboys, 33-22 —a figure that has to be somewhat 
surprising It was also the first time since Feb 19,1973, that NU 
has outrebounded OSL 


Yet there were still players who felt NU experienced more 


problems than would appear evident in a 15-pomt triumph 


"In the second half, we were standing around We weren't 


moving," added Siegel "It wasn't that we were tired. We had 
different personnel in, but still we weren't moving, me in- 
cluded " 


Sophomore forward Rickey Harris agreed that OSU's 


physical game was topped only by that of Indiana. 


"Sure, they're pretty physical on defense and on the 


boards." said Harris, who hit all four of his field goal attempts. 
"They didn't have much quickness, so they had to use muscle " 


NU coach Joe Cipnano termed the game a "preview" for 


Saturday's Nebraska game at always-physical Missouri 


"It probably was a good situation for us to be in tonight 


(with a physical team)," he said "We know he (Missouri coach 
Norm Stewart) gives them helmets, but we don't know about 
sticks." 


Cipnano could afford to joke — the Huskers are leading the 


Big Eight with a 4-0 record. But he was more serious in brushing 
aside talk of a possible league championship. 


"Let's not even talk about that," he said to reporters who 


attempted to obtain his response on a title. "Let's just talk 
about tonight's game and not worry about anything else." 


Cipnano termed first-half fouls on MJ floor general Steve 


Willis as crucial to NU losing its tempo Willis, for the second 
straight game was assessed three fouls m the first half 


"When we lost Willis, we lost a lot of our poise," Ciprtano 


offered. "We played more their style than ours as far as tempo. 
We knew it was going to be physical. We had to be patient in 
some areas, but we weren t " 


Willis was kept out for "eight or nine minutes" in the first 


half after his third foul 


"It's just me with all these fouls." Willis noted. "It seems 


that I'm overly aggressive and in the wrong place at the wrong 
time 


"I wasn't looking for the bucket and I sure didn't find it 


tonight,' he said of his two for nine shooting performance "It 
wasn't very physical in backcourt, but it sure was under the 
boards." 


"Larry Cox (NU center) played pretty well defensively. I 


was real pleased with his execution," Cipriano said. "We felt we 
could go inside on them and Cox really helped us in that area." 


Cox. who hit seven of nine field goal efforts, noted a relaxed 


OSU defensive effort definitely aided his inside scoring 


"I felt good moving across the middlt," noted the 6-6 


junior "They were playing behind me They weren't covering 
me in front later on They started out covering me in front " 


Cox termed OSU center Andy Hopson as "much quicker 


than I thought he was He doesn t shoot as much as I thought he 
would, but he's definitely rebounds better." 


While NU scoring leader Jerry Fort was less than elated 


about his effort, he noted, he was not at his physical peak. 


Fort, who missed Tuesday's practice, spent most of 


Tuesday and Wednesday at home saddled with a slight 
temperature and the flu. 


"I m feeling better, but I didn't know how well or how long 


I'd be able to play tonight," the junior guard said "I was 
playing on one leg, you could say " 


Noting that Nebraska plays its two games on the road (at 


Missouri Saturday and at Kansas next Wednesday), Fort said he 
relishes the opportunity to do well on the road 


"I like playing on the road — it's a challenge and I seem to

Sad State of Affairs 


Every once in a while, some quip or statement makes me 


lose just a little of my normally cool personality. I have this 
nerve which bares itself when individuals or groups claim to 
know the way through the darkness, then fail to make good on 
the claims. It's a sad state of affairs. 


Subject in point, the Colorado effort at Wildlife Conservation 


Stamps in 1974. Sale of these stamps was geared to help non- 
game wildlife. It was a chance for the antihunter. nonhunter or 
be-kind-to-animal buffs to show their true color in support of a 
program they are supposed to believe in. 


The result of the year-long sales program was 800 stamps 


sold for a net collection of $4,000 for nongame wildlife, accor- 
ding to figures announced by the Wildlife Management 
Institute. 


Now that's impressive! A grand total of 800 people in- 


terested enough in nongame wildlife to support programs in- 
suring those species habitat management, aid in population im- 
provement and biological study to find what these species need 
most for successful life 


"Some Conservationists in Colorado are disappointed at the 


response to the new program." the report states. "They still 
hope that nongame wildlife enthusiasts will support programs 
for nongame species to the degree sportsmen contribute to 
game species management." 


Colorado sportsmen (260.000 strongi purchased .335.000 


licenses and permits worth $4.7 million at an annual rate. Com- 
pared to 800 nongame backers providing $4.000. the sportsmen 
are not even in the same ball park. The nongamers don't hold 
up 


Hunters Do Their Part 


Being a hunter, sportsmen and purchaser of licenses, per- 


mits, firearms and ammunition which produce more revenue 
from the federal excise tax. I contribute to the well-being of all 
wildlife. Through game and parks land management, habitat 
production, biological studies, law enforcement and other ways. 
my money has gone to work for game and nongame species. 


It is a perplexing question how antihunters, nonhunters and 


others oppose the group of sportsmen who give all wildlife a 
fighting chance. The fact that sportsmen harvest a harvestable 
number of a harvestable species is probably the reason. 


To kill is wrong, the argument reads. How about, to harvest 


is conservation? Conservation not only means to preserve but to 
make wise use of a harvestable resource without waste. That is 
the ideology of hunting—conservation. 


Nebraska's Game and Parks Commission has financed the 


operation of a nongame species for the past several years on 
funds otherwise going to the hunter and fisherman. Did anyone 


complain'.' 


Now the Legislature is picking up the ball with an en- 


dangered species act to establish general financing for the non- 
game specialist and his studies for improvement of the nongame 
species—if it passes. 


The Colorado Wildlife Conservation Stamp is among several 


instances where nongame interests have shown the windy sup- 
port without the factual support for nongame wildlife. 


It's that sad state of affairs where one hand (nongame 


backers' can't accept the fact the other hand (the sportsmen: 
has been doing an impressive job (the nnngame backers' job) all 


along.

Public Confidence 
In Banks Shaken 


By JANE BRYANT QUINN 
New York — Public con- 


fidence in banks is not what it 
should be. According to a survey 
for private clients conducted by 
The Roper Organization, only 
527c of Americans are willing to 
express "complete confidence" 
in the banking system. Thirty 
per cent are "less sure" all is 
well, while the rest are even 
more concerned. 


When asked if they thought 


their deposits would be 
protected no matter what 
happens, only 56% said yes, 
while 22" thought there was a 
risk they'd lose their money. 


Although it's true that the 


banking system has known 
better heal'th. such fears are 
greatly exaggerated. In ttie three 
major bank collapses this reces- 
sion has produced so far — 
California's United States 
National Bank and New York's 
Franklin National and Security 
National — none missed a day of 
business, much less defaulted on 
depositors' money. 


System Underestimated 


Clearly, the public is un- 


derestimating the resilience of 
the American banking system. 
Yet the fact remains that there 
probably are some other banks 
in trouble. And as Rollo used to 
say to Miss Twiddle when the 
Katzenjammer Kids were up 
against it. "They brung it on 
themselves." 


Through the sophisticated, 


computer-assisted techniques of 
modern money management, 
some banks ironically have made 
more loans than they should 
have, to people whose credit 
standing was less than the best. 
Now. 
a number of their 


customers can't repay.

bad loans were written off last 
year. Most of the nation's banks 
have not yet released their year- 
end reports. Business Week 
magazine estimates that losses 
amounted to 0.35% of loans out- 
standing, compared with 0.2% in 
1970, the year Penn Central went 
under. In dollars, last year's 
losses probably amounted to $2 
billion — the highest ever. 


Losses Traced 


Business Week traced the 


losses to the following sources: 
real estate operations, travel and 
recreation businesses, car 
dealers, small service industries, 
department stores, mobile-home 
companies and credit-card 
operations. Estimates of 1975's 
projected losses range all over 
the map, but it's generally 
agreed that they'll be higher. 


The great mass of well- 


capitalized, conservatively run 
smaller banks should not be 
troubled by bad loans, Business 
Week reports. Nor will the 
largest banks. The squeeze is on 
the big regional banks — like 
Security National — which in re- 
cent years have tried to emulate 
the go-go growth of the money- 
center giants. 


These banks borrowed heavily 


in the slippery money markets to 
finance loan expansion in their 
local areas, especially in real es- 
tate. Now that the economy has 
gone sour, they haven't the 
capital reserves to absorb all 
their losses. 


If any bank actually had to 


close its doors, you still wouldn't 
lose your money. You're now 
covered for up to $40,000 in any 
federally insured bank or savings 
and loan association. No one has 
ever lost a nickel in an insured 
savings account. And where 
banks have failed, most unin- 
sured savings also have been 
recovered.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 


stock market swept ahead in 
c o n t i n u e d heavy trading 
Wednesday, shrugging off some 
early profit taking to ring up its 
sixth gain in a row. 


The Dow Jones average of 30 


industrials climbed 11.19 points 
to 705.96, its first close above 700 
since last Aug. 22 and its highest 
finish since Aug. 21. 


The Dow has now jumped 


128.36, or more than 22 per cent, 
since Dec. 6—less than eight 
weeks ago. 


New York Stock Exchange 


volume, at 27.41 million shares, 
fell a few million short of the un- 
precedented totals Monday and 
Tuesday, but was still the sixth 
largest on record. 


Advances outdistanced 
de- 


clines 1,022 to 457 among the 1,- 
840 issues traded on the Big 
Board, and the NYSE com- 
posite index rose .60 to 41.03. 


Prices started the day with a 


slight decline in the face of some 
expected profit taking and the 
government's report that its in- 
dex of leading economic in- 
dicators posted its fifth con- 
secutive monthly drop in 
December. 


No substantial selling ap- 


peared, however. And the fact 
that the market was holding 
relatively steady evidently re- 
kindled the urge to buy that was 
so dominant earlier in the week. 


•'It may sound strange to say 


it." said one market-watcher, 
"but the market went up 
because it didn't go down." 


It seemed clear that prices 


were indeed moving much 
more on the psychology created 
by the market's fireworks Mon- 
day and Tuesday than on any im- 
mediate news developments. 


"People just seem to be try- 


ing to look ahead to an upturn in 
business later in the year," 
observed Eldon A. Grimm at 
Birr, Wilson & Co. 


Some of the day's most visible 


gainers were the glamor growth 
issues which have been favorites 
of investing institutions in recent 
years. One broker said he 
believed short covering, or the 
purchase of borrowed shares 
sold previously by investors 
looking for price declines, 
played a significant part in the 
gains in that sector. 


IBM, for example, gained 7V2 


to 187V4 on top of a 16% surge in 
its first trading of the week 
Tuesday. Late last Friday, a 
federal appeals court ruled in 
favor of the company in an an- 
titrust case.

Six of every ten Lancaster 


County adults now receiving 
food stamps would not be able to 
purchase the stamps if a federal 
plan hiking prices March 1 is 
enacted according to a Lan- 
caster County Welfare Depart- 
ment survey 


Director Jerry Lemonds said 


967 of the county s 1 229 
households now purchasing food 
stamps were sampled 


The proposed plan would 


require participants to pay SO^c
